The Centers for Disease
Control and Prevention (CDC) estimates that childhood shots will prevent 21 million
hospitalizations and 732,000 deaths among children in the United States born in the last 20
years.

Parents should follow the recommended immunization schedule to protect infants and children
before they are exposed to potentially life-threatening diseases. Staying on schedule helps the
immunizations provide the highest possible protection to your baby.

Ask your child’s pediatrician or healthcare provider to see if they are up-to-date on their shots.
